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Lack of information derails SPCA contract 


and the Fort Erie SPCA was 
derailed last Monday after 
councillors deemed they had 
not received sufficient infor- 

from town staff. 

Councillors said town staff 
hadn't included the shelter's 
five-year financial plan in the 
report provided to council¬ 
lors last week. 

The vote to approve the 
contract was expected to 
follow a speech from SPCA 
board chairwoman Martha 
Lockwood, who updated 
council on the SPCA’s status. 

During council, Ward 1 
Coun. George McDermott 
said the lack of adequate 
information from staff was 
“not fair to the people here 
from the SPCA.” 

McDermott asked Town 
staff why council hadn't been 
provided with a full informa¬ 
tion package. 

Ward 6 Coun. Chris Knutt 
motioned for council to post¬ 
pone voting on the contract 


until the next coundl-in-com- 
mittee meeting on May 2. 

Mayor Wayne Redekop, 
who did have one part of the 
budgetary information pro¬ 
vided, inquired into the SPCA's 
$110,000 operating surplus 
from the past two years. 

Of note to Redekop was 
the SPCA’s plan to raise staff 
wages to Regional levels. 

He said he wondered why 
the organization had not 
already closed the wage gap 
with such a significant oper¬ 
ating surplus. 

Wendy Trombley, office 
manager at the SPCA, said 
organization is always look¬ 
ing to improve their facili¬ 
ties and services, so having a 
surplus allows them to make 
those upgrades possible. 

“We’ve been updating our 
shelter, and we added 600 
square feet and two free roam¬ 
ing cat rooms,” Trombley said. 

'We want to keep our shel¬ 
ter updated and current, and 
comfortable for our animals.” 

She believes that keeping 
updated and ahead of pro¬ 
vincial regulations gives the 
SPCA breathing room for 
things like staff training or 


even surgical costs for pets. 

Because the SPCA answers 
to several authorities, it is 
important they keep several 
regulations in mind. 

"We answer to the Town, 
to the OSPCA and to the 
Ontario Ministry of Agricul¬ 
ture and Rural Affairs.” 

According to Trombley, 
the surplus the SPCA cur¬ 
rently runs isn’t necessarily 

with the Town. 

The SPCA operates as two 
distinct but unified parts. 
They act as a humane society 
for animals, and also animal 
control officers under their 
contract with the town. 

“We're a humane society, 
which we fundraise for,” she 
said. 

The SPCA currently fun¬ 
draises through efforts from 
staff and volunteers. 

This includes their annual 
Tribute Concert, Walkathon 
and cage sponsorships. 

Trombley acknowledged 
the Fort Erie SPCA's wage dis¬ 
parity, but she said every effort 
is being made to bring those 
wages up to regional levels. 

SPCA staff are highly 
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The'Barrel--; 
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trained and are deserving 
of appropriate wages, but 
the small market nature of 
Fort Erie, and the prioritiza¬ 
tion of animal welfare means 
that staff wages can't just 
be ramped up. They must 
instead be raised gradually. 

In an effort to make their 
facilities comfortable for ani¬ 
mals of all shapes and sizes, the 
organization is presently look¬ 
ing at ways to increase the size of 
their dog run on the premises. 

They also plan on install¬ 
ing a tunnel between their two 
free-run cat adoption rooms to 
allow the cats a broader area m 
which to wander and exercise. 

“We’re always trying to 
make things better for the 
pets,” Trombley said. 

SPCA an ability to pay for 
expensive surgeries for ani¬ 
mals brought into the shelter 

Recently, they paid for a 
dog to have breast cancer 
surgery. 

“It lets us do things for these 
animals rather than just euth¬ 
anize them,” she said.

We are fortunate to have 
volunteer firefighters 


U nless we’ve walked in their 
shoes, we can’t know what 
It’s like to be a firefighter, a 
first responder in many emergencies, 
mciuamg the too-many serious and 
fatal collisions on our roads. 

We can’t know what it's like to 
search a burning home, not sure 
what we might find inside. 

We can’t begin to think about 
arriving on the scene of a traffic 
collision and know someone is 
going to be told their loved one 
isn’t coming home. Worse yet, 
arriving to find someone we know, 
maybe even a family member. 
Whoever it is, we fear someone 
may have lost a husband, wife or 
a child, mother or father, knowing 
there is nothing we can do, no way 
to ease the pain, and understand 
life for that family is about to 
change in a way they could never 
have imagined. Probably we'd be 
imagining what it would be like if 
it was our loved one, our husband 
or daughter who would never be 
coming home again, and wanting 
to go home to hug them, to keep 
them safe. 

We can’t begin to understand how 
our firefighters, people who have 
jobs, family and social lives just like 
ours, volunteer to drop everything 
at a moment’s notice to respond to 
a call, never sure of what will greet 
them at the other end - a dangerous 
fire or a false alarm, a tragic traffic 
fatality or someone needing medical 
attention, their lives depending on 
help arriving quickly. 

We can’t comprehend what it 


would feel like to hold someone’s 
child as they take their last breath, 
unable to help them in any other 
way, and the next day go back to the 
office to carry on as if nothing had 
happened. 

Our firefighters do all that and 
still they find ways to give even 
more of themselves. Many of our 
volunteer firefighters give back 
to the community by donating 
their time to help with festivals, 
organize events for families and they 
fundraise for many projects. Many of 
them are members of other service 
organixations. It’s amazing to see all 
of the things they do for others. 

We can't know what they 
go through, we can only try to 
understand and appreciate what 
their j obs are like and what they do 
for us. 

That’s why Saturday was such a 
special day. It was a day that the 
fire department took some time 
to say thanks to our volunteer 
firefighters during a dinner and 
awards presentation at the Fort Erie 
Leisureplex. 

Firefighters were awarded pins for 
five to 40 years of service. 

Although many people came out 
to show their support, one night a 
year just doesn’t seem like enough to 
honour those brave men and women 
that protect our community. 

Thank you to all of the people that 
miss time with their own families, 
sometimes get very little sleep and 
give up so much of themselves to 
keep our community safe. 

We are fortunate indeed.

I remember it well. Just 
a young lad at our 
Garrison Road home. 
My cat Whitey had brought 
back a dead bird and laid it 
near our chicken house. 

Thanks to the late natu¬ 
ralist Bert Miller I recog¬ 
nized the beautiful bird. 

It was a meadowlark. 

In the open fields to 
the west of us we had 
many meadowlarks and 
bobolinks. 

You could hear the 
meadowlarks clear, mellow 
whisde see-ya,see-your.” 

As we walked those fields 
we would hear a loud rat- 
ding warning note. 

Soon a meadowlark 
would rise up. 

I learned that the local 
farmer who cut the fields 
that had lots of clover 
destroyed many nests by

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mowing. 

We were told unless it was 
too late in the season they 
might nest again. 

Come fall migration time 
our meadowlarks would 
band together in groups of 
around ten. 

Remember the bird’s 
breast, bright yellow crossed 
by a black "V’: 

See any lately? I did. 

Before I had my Rambler 
electric scooter we would 
park our car on Centralia 
Avenue and walk the 


Friendship Trail to the 
bridge on Six Mile Creek. 

My goal then as now was 
to listen to bird songs and to 
see basking mud turtles. 

This bright sunny morn¬ 
ing, no turtles. 

Often we would see a pair 
resting on a floating board. 

From late April to October 
our turtles thrive along this 
creek, so stop and take a 

In other areas, creeks and 
ponds dry up. 

That's when our mud tur¬ 
tles may move overland. I 
have seen dead and injured 
mud turtles on Erie Road 
over the years. 

I have encountered angry 
Snapping turtles. No fooling 
with them. 

The Audubon guide reads 
as follows: Mud turtles 
are mild-tempered, while 


others are feisty and do not 
hesitate to bite. So enjoy our 
Mud Turtles up close. 

Underside yellow to 
brown as I recall. 

Unbelievable! Saturday, 
April 17th about 100 boat 
trailers at Crystal Beach 
launching Park. Why? 
Obvious. The perch were 
running. 

Tony of Port Colbome 
had arrived early to launch. 
His boat did well. "90 good- 
size perch,” he said. 

Tony was in a group of 
fifty plus boats near Waverly 
Beach on Lake Erie. 

Tony is a professional 
fisherman and always 
seems to do well. 

Wife and I love perch 
dinners. Is there a message

AND TAKE NOTICE that any person 
or agency may appeal to the Ontario 
Municipal Board in respect of the 
by-law by filing with the Clerk of the 
Town of Fort Erie not later than the 
18th day of May, 2016, a notice of 
the appeal setting out the objection 
to the by-law and the reasons in 
support of the objection. Any appeal 
must be accompanied by the Board’s 
fee of $125.00. A certified cheque 
or money order in this amount made 
payable to the Minister of Finance must 
accompany the Notice of Appeal. 

Only individuals, corporations and public bodies may appeal a zoning by-law to the Ontario 
Municipal Board. A Notice of Appeal may not be filed by an unincorporated association 
or group. However, a Notice of Appeal may be filed in the name of an individual who is a 
member of the association or the group on its behalf. No person or public body shall be 
added as a party to the hearing of the appeal unless, before the by-law was passed, the 
person or public body made oral submissions at a public meeting or written submissions to 
the council or, in the opinion of the Ontario Municipal Board, there are reasonable grounds 
to add the person or public body as a party. 

An explanation of the Purpose and Effect of the By-law, describing the lands to which the 
By-law applies may be found below and a key map showing the location of the lands to 
which the By-law applies is shown above.

PURPOSE AND EFFECT 

The purpose and effect of By-law No. 49-2016 is to amend Town of Fort Erie 
Comprehensive Zoning By-law No. 129-90 by changing the zoning of lands shown on the 
location map from “General Commercial C2 Zone” to “General Commercial C2-555 Zone”. 
The lands shown on the location map are zoned “General Commercial C2-555 Zone”. 

These lands shall comply with all of the provisions of By-law 129-90 as amended that 
relate to the lands zoned “General Commercial C2 Zone” except for the following: 

• No Maximum lot coverage 

• Minimum Yard 

1. Where the yard abuts a Commercial Zone and access is available to the rear yard 
by a public or private lane, minimum nil; 

2. Where the yard abuts a Commercial Zone and no access is available to the rear 
yard except by means of the side yard, one yard shall have a minimum width of 
4.0 m, the other yard shall have a minimum width of nil; 

3. Where the yard abuts a street minimum 0.5 m; and 

4. Where a yard abuts any residential zone minimum 7.5 m. 

• Minimum Rear Yard 

1. Where the yard abuts a Commercial or Industrial Zone and access is available to the 
rear of the building on the said lot by means of a public or private lane, minimum nil. 

2. Where the building contains residential accommodation of one or more storeys in 
height, minimum 0.5 m. 



3. Where the yard abuts any Residential Zone, minimum 7.5 m. 

4. Where the yard abuts a street, minimum 0.5 m. 

• Maximum Building Height- 4 storeys 

• Minimum Landscaped Open Space -10% 

• Parking and Parking Garage 

1. To be located and accessed behind the front face of the building (Erie Road and 
Eastwood Avenue). 

2. On and off-site parking permitted. 

3. No parking required for commercial uses. 

• Minimum Setback for covered parking structure under occupied structure- 0.5 m 

• Roof Pitch-1 m in height to every 5 m in depth. 

• Urban Design 

1. Porches/Balconies to be provided on the front face of Erie Road. 

2. An entry feature is required to the building. A main front door is required along Erie 
Road. 

3. Windows and doors must be arranged symmetrically along the front fagade. 

4. The entry must be raised above grade. 

5. Upper Level windows should be embedded in the roof slope in the form of dormers. 

• Location of dwelling unit allowed in the same building as the permitted commercial 
use(s) and in other than the basement or cellar. Dwelling units shall be permitted to 
occupy a maximum of 49% of the ground floor area of buildings, provided that no part 
of such dwelling unit, except for the entranceway has frontage onto a public street. 

• Residential Open Space - A minimum of 3 sq.m, of open area by way of private open 
air balconies shall be provided on-site for the exclusive use of each dwelling unit. 

• Ingress and egress, to and from the required parking spaces and areas, shall be 
provided by means of unobstructed driveways or passageways at least 3.0 m, where 
only one-way traffic is permitted and have a minimum width of 6 m but not more than 
12 m in perpendicular width where two-way traffic is permitted. 

• These lands may also be used for apartment dwellings subject to the following 
provisions: 

o Minimum Lot Area- 40 sq.m, per unit 
o Minimum Lot Coverage- No maximum 
o Minimum Front Yard Setback- 0.5 m from Schooley Road 
o Minimum Side Yard Setback- 7.5 m from northerly residential zone 
o Minimum Exterior Side Yard Setback- 0.5 m from Erie Road 
o Minimum Rear Yard- 0.5 m from Eastwood Avenue 
o Maximum Building Height- 4 storeys 

o For every lot on which the buildings or structures are situated, there shall be 
provided and maintained on the lot at least 10 percent of the lot area as a 
landscaped area unused for access or maneuvering space or parking space or any 
other purpose other than landscaped area and playground 
o Roof Pitch-1 m in height to every 5 m in depth. 

o Parking on the lot permitted in side yard only behind the front face of the building 
fronting onto Erie Road and on and off-site parking permitted 
o Minimum Setback for covered parking under occupied structure- 0.5 m 
Urban Design 

o Porches/Balconies to be provided on the front face of Erie Road,

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Deborah Ellis set to visit library to discuss work

Award-winning author and 
peace activist Deborah Ellis will be 
coming to local libraries this May to 
discuss her work. 

Much of Ellis' work explores 
women and children issues, espe¬ 
cially those struck by war. 

Her latest book, The Cat at the 
Wall, is the story of a little cat who 
sneaks into a small Palestinian 
house in the West Bank. The house 
seems empty, until the cat realizes 
there is a little boy hiding beneath 
the floorboards. The book reveals 
stories about the people trapped in 
the house. 

Ellis has been tackling these 
tough issues through literature 
after she went to Afghanistan to 
help raise money when the Tal¬ 
iban took over in 1996. One of 
her first books was Women of 
Afghan War. She says through her 
research and talking to more peo¬ 


ple she decided to write children’s 

Children of War showcases 
refugees in Jordan after the Iraq 
War. 

“The children talk about the vio¬ 
lence and chaos in the day- to-day 
effect on their lives. They experi¬ 
ence loss of family, not being able 
to go to school and the endless 
grind of not knowing safety." 

Ellis says we are seeing this 
played out horribly again with ref¬ 
ugees from Syria and seeing anti- 
Muslim propaganda in the upcom¬ 
ing American election. There are 
many ways for individuals to get 
involved if they want to help. 

“There are practical ways to get 
involved through aid agencies and 
anti-poverty and antt-discrimina- 
don agencies,” she says. 

Fort Erie Public Library wiU be 
hosting Ellis on Monday May 9 at 
the Crystal Ridge Branch at 10 a.m., 
and Pelham Public Library will be 
bringing the author to St. Alexan¬ 


der Catholic Elementary School at 
2 p.m. The event for Pelham was 
initiated by the newly-formed Teen 
Advisory Council. 

Ellis says young people should 
learn as much as they can and be 
critical of information around them 
and decide what kind of world they 

“I think youth are doing great 
things through social media. They 
have used it to connect and seek 
the truth. They are discerning what 
is real and are making their own 
opinions,” she says. “They are learn¬ 
ing about different people in other 
countries.” 

She says all of these contribute 
to community building - here and 
around the world. 

Ellis is a passionate advocate for 
the disenfranchised. She donates 
most of her royalty income to wor¬ 
thy causes — Canadian Women 
for Women in Afghanistan, Street 
Kids International, the Children in 
Crisis Fund of IBBY (International 


Board on Books for Young Peo¬ 
ple) and UNICEF. She has donated 
more than $1 million in royalties 
from her best-selling Breadwinner 
books alone. 

Ellis says even if she wasn’t a 
published author, she would still be 
writing. 

She has more than 20 books to 
her credit. She has won the Gov¬ 
ernor General’s Award, the Ruth 
Schwartz Award, the University 
of California's Middle East Book 
Award, Sweden's Peter Pan Prize, 
the Jane Addams Children's Book 
Award, and the Vicky Metcalf Award 
for a Body of Work. Ellis received 
the Ontario Library Association's 
President's Award for Exceptional 
Achievement, and has been named 
to the Order of Ontario.

Q: Sun burn blisters and dry skin. 

What should I do? 

A: Although we have been waiting to enjoy the nice spring sun 
after a long cold winter, we have to remember that sever skin 
damage and bums may result from extended periods of sun 
exposure without proper protection. These damages may later 
lead to cancer. 

"Prevention is better than cure”. UV radiation is at its peak 
between the hours of 10 AM and 4 PM. Long exposure 
between those hours should be avoided. 

Anyone planning to spend most of the day enjoying the 
outdoor activities, should plan on wearing a protective 
outfit. Long-sleeve shirt, pants, fabrics with high SPF, wide 
brimmed hat and sunglasses are great for this. 

Sunscreen (of at least 30 SPF or higher) should be used 
generously every 2 hours. It should also be reapplied after 
sweating, swimming or towelling. 

If you feel your skin starting to burn, feel itchy or irritated, 
Tylenol or Advil can be used. The skin can be cooled down by 
cold compresses or cold water showers. Alternatively, topical 
moisturizers or inflammation creams may be used. (Check with 
your pharmacist for your best solution.) 

Some drugs may increase the damaging effect of the sun, 
therefore be sure to check with your pharmacist if you are on 
any medication.

Bill Wightman was planning on open¬ 
ing a car wash, but the nostalgia behind 
the building he purchased caused him 
to change his mind.

In 1934 Russell Teal, exploring the Ridgeway battlefield grounds from his family’s nearby home, 
found this sword in the hollow of a tree where it had been hidden from view for 68 years. The 
Toronto Daily Star featured his discovery in an article (Getty Images photo at left). 


This sword was made c.1836 at the Ames Manufacturing Co. in Massachusetts. They supplied 
swords during the U.S. Civil War (1861-65). 


In 1866 many veterans of the Civil War joined the Fenian Army and fought at the Battle of 
Ridgeway. They were equipped with weapons from the Civil War. The fate of this particular 
Fenian officer is unknown, but for whatever reason, his sword was hidden in this tree, where it 
remained hidden until 1934 when it was discovered by Russell. 


Later in life, Russell gave it to his friend and neighbour, Hector Renaudette. Hector cared for 
the sword over the years and in 2015 the Fort Erie Historical Museum acquired it from him.

Now 150 years after the battle, this Fenian officer’s sword 
will be on display for the first time at the upcoming Battle of 
Ridgeway anniversary event on Saturday June 4th. 


The sword display will be part of the festival which takes place at Crystal Ridge Arena between 3:00 - 
6:30 pm. After June 4th, it can be seen at the Fort Erie Historical Museum, 402 Ridge Road. Many 
other Battle of Ridgeway artifacts can also be seen during the June 4th festival.
